APPLES 


MammMotu Buack Twic or Paragon (also called Im- 
p: oved Winesap)—The world is just beginning to find 
out what a prize it has in this wonderful apple. In 
1893, the year of the great apple failure, “It bore per- 
fect fruit in abundance when all others were nearly a 
failure.’ A Tennessee seedling—The original tree, 
over fifty yeas old, is still vigorous and bearing, though 
broken by storms. Thought to be a cross between 
Winesap and Red Limber Twig; combines the good 
qualities of both. Excels Winesap in almost every im- 
portant point; a better and much stronger grower, 
hardier, and the fruit much larger, often measureing 
twelve inches in circumference; color or even darker 
red, flesh firmer. flavor milder, but fully equal.

A great many 
apples loose their flavor when spring comes, but not so 
with the Geiger, as it retains its rich flavor in the spring 
when a great many varieties of apples have become al- 
most tasteless, making it an apple unsurpassed for home 
use on account of its fine flavor and excellent keeping 
qualities.
